14™, 2013 Board meeting. A motion was made by Irv Chazen to accept the minutes as written.
Arthur Fernandez seconded the motion. The motion carried unanimously.

Result: The Respondent and Staff were sworn in by the Court Reported at 10:40 A.M. Mr.
Daniel Vuelta, Contractor Enforcement Section Supervisor, informed the Board that the County
is withdrawing Counts XXXVI thru XXXIX. Mr. Bustamante inquired about Counts | thru
XXXIV and whether they remained outstanding. Mr. Vuelta confirmed that Counts | thru
XXXI1V remain outstanding at this time.

Michael Mastrucci, Assistant County Attorney, provided the procedural structure of the Formal
Hearing process, where upon Mr. Cuadra Guillermo Rene, Qualifying Agent, waived the reading
of Counts | thru XXXV and pled “Not Guilty.” After the Respondent and Staff were sworn in,
Chairman Nestor Bustamante read the Counts being charged to Mr. Cuadra Guillermo Rene
and/or Buddha, Inc. d/b/a Buddha Flooring & Paint.

Mr. Carlos Ollet, Contractor Enforcement Investigator, informed the Board that during the
investigation he noticed that the Qualifying Agent invoiced Skyline on Brickell Condo
Association Inc. for electrical work which is out of the scope of work of his license. Mr. Ollet
notified the Board that the invoices added up to $153,000.00 dollars. Mr. Ollet spoke with Ms.
Chloe Keidaish, Complainant, where he was able to match the invoices to the electrical work
done in the condominium.

Mr. Richard Docobo, Qualifying Agent’s Attorney, clarified to the Board that Ms. Keidaish is
the current president of the Association and she was not an officer of the Association when the
procurement of the services occurred for the work done between May 2013 and December 2013.
Mr. Docobo emphasized that Ms. Keidaish had no knowledge on how Mr. Cuadra procured the
work and that an Invoice is not a contract. Mr. Franco and Ms. Repaci, past Association
President and the previous Building Manager respectively, submitted affidavit clarifying that Mr.
Cuadra did not solicit neither the electrical work nor the contract. Mr. Docobo notified the Board
that Mr. Franco on his affidavit clarified that Skyline on Brickell Condo Association Inc. spent
over One (1) million dollars on maintenance work. Which $700,000.00 dollars was paid to
Buddha Design, Inc. and $153,000.00 dollars was for electrical work. Mr. Docobo clarified that
the amounts spend on electrical work is less than 50% and it would not be a violation.

Chairman Nestor Bustamante clarified with Mr. Vuelta the order of the exhibits submitted by the
County and at this time without any objection submitted them as evidenced. Mr. Docobo
submitted Mr. Jaime Franco, Ms. Madalyn Repaci, Mr. Jorge Arancibia, and Mr. Angel Romero
affidavits as evidence.
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As presented by Mr. Docobo, Mr. Jorge Arancibia informed the Board that he works for CPS
Electric and is not the Qualifying Agent for the Company. He clarified that he performed the
electrical work, that Mr. Cuadra did not solicit the contract, and that Mr. Cuadra was not part of
the decision making in regards to pulling the permits for the electrical work being done at the
condominium. Mr. Arancibia notified the Board that he did not have an Electrical Contractor
License or a Journeyman License, but he has a University degree from his country and work
under the Qualifying Agent of the company.

Several Board Members inquired on how did CPS Electric originally obtained the Contract with
the Association and why was the electrical installation done without a permit. Mr. Arancibia
informed the Board that he only replaced eighty (80) fixture lights in the garage. He indicated to
the Board that they obtained a permit once they have to do a new line for an outlet.

Board Member Michael Affronte made references to the last sentences of the invoice and
clarified that in his opinion a work order is a contract and that each invoice is considered a
contract. Therefore, the electrical work done at the condominium is more than 50% of work done
outside the scope of the Qualifying Agent’s license.

Upon further discussion, the Board found the Respondent Guilty on Counts I-XXXV. Mr.
Arthur Fernandez then moved that the Respondent’s license shall be suspended immediately for
one (1) year, pay a fine of $285.72 dollars per count in the total amount of $10,000.00 dollars,
and pay administrative costs incurred in the amount of $992.00 dollars payable to Miami-Dade
County. Mr. Calvin Samuels seconded the motion. The motion carried unanimously.
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At 12:15 P.M., Mr. Michael Affronte was excused from the meeting.

At this moment, Chairman Bustamante moved to the reading of the Application/File review.
